To Supply Table 


WithJ/egetables 


Coldframe It Advocated as 


Means of Providing the 


Crispy Greens. 


Kitchen gardens were a necessary 


»djuncl (o the home In the earlier days, 
but at present a kitchen coldfrauie is 
advocated as u means of supplying the 
faully table with fresh lettuce, pars- 
ley, radishes, cress, and other vegeta- 
bles at periods of the year when It In 
too cold to grow these things In the 
open ground. While It Is true thai the 
coldframe may not give very good re- 
lults during the winter months, 'espe- 
cially in the northern part of the coun- 
try, yet In the early spring'excellent 
results may be had from Its use, ac- 
cording to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
. The construction of a coldframe is 
comparatively simple, as the side walls 
may be made of boards, brick, hollow 
tile or concrete. Where the construc- 
tion is of boards, cypress lumber should 
be used, nnd It Is. a good pian lo Imve 
the walls made double and some dry 
straw'or planing inlll simv!nj;s puckeil 
In tlie space between them. If the 
walls are of brick, .they should be 
plastered, both Iri.slde nnd out, to make 
them 
air-tight. 
Hollow-tlle 
walls 


should also be pia.stereJ the same as 
brick: 


One of the best types of construction 


is simply to put in a little foundation, 
then set up frames and tamp In well- 
mixed concrete 
(•(insisting . of about 


three parts clean, broken stone or 
gravel, two parts sharp nand and one 
part cement. The Ingredients should 
be plural on a mixing board or In a 
box and thoroughly mixed while dry, 
then water added gradually and the 
mass turned three or four times until 
It Is thoroughly mixed anil Is of a con- 
sistency that can readily be tumped as 
It Is put into the forms. 


The size of coldframe lo build will 


depend upon circumstances. Standard 
coldframe or hotbed sash are 3 by 0 
feet In size and the frame may be con- 
structed to accommodate one, two, or 
even as high as-five or six of these 
sash. The front or south wall of the 
coldframo should be about 12 Inches in 
height, while the rear or north wail 
Biiould be 24 to 30 Inches high, and 
the ends sloping to correspond with 
the front and rear walls. Wooden 
plates, preferably of 3 by 0 cypress 
material, should .be bedded on top of 
the wall nnd held in place by holia

that extend down into the concrete. 
Kafiers upon which tlie sash rest are 
til i ell to these plates. At the upper 
side of the bed a sort of overhung 
board should be put on In such man- 
ner that the end of the stith will slide 
up beneath it, mi'klng the bed tight. 
The lower end of the sash should ex- 
tend slightly over tlie edge of the bed 
to carry oft Hie water. 


In addition to tlie s«^b covering, 


Mru\v mats, blankets or even old car- 
pet may be used to keep .out cold. 
Where the roldfrsme can be located 
on the south side of the garage, this 
will give It exlra protection. A well- 
constructed bed of this character will 
provide lettuce and other salad crops 
without the application of artificial 
lic:il. i'lnnts may be '.started In the 
living room rtnrlm; Peb'ru.iry and plant- 
ed In the hed In March, giving a sup- 
ply of 'Jh!ail fi>r the table during the 
spring months or. until outdoor let- 
tme. rnillshi's and spinach c«n be 
grown.

Popular Vegetable Should 


Be Started Indoors to 


Get Good Plants. 


U-ttuce- has come to be a staple vet- 


elitble on tlie table. 
It appears in 


many families almost as often as pota- 
toes and dlls a dietary need quite as 
Important. 
It supplies In cheap and 


most palatable form the vltamlnea A, 
B and C, which hare been discovered 
to piny so large a part in health main- 
tenance. 


Next to Swiss churd, lettuce is the 


mu.st profitable vegelable for the home 
fardciu-r. 
It will he found even more 


useful tltaii chard, for It will bv wel- 
comed on tlie table evwy day, which 
can hardly be said of chard. 
Every 


well-planned home garden .should pro- 
vide for a succession of lettuce crops 
which will provide the finest quality 
tor the longest season, and this takes 
careful plqnnlng. 


Lettuce Is a cool-season crop. When 


hot summer comes It runs to seed so 
quickly that from the last 'of July to 
the flrst of September U Is possible 


Types of Lettuce. 


only In shaded beds, carefully tended, 
which comparatively few will bother 
with. But during the rest of the gar- 
den year some variety of lettuce Is 
possible. 


There are four types of .lettuce gen- 


erally grown In this country—leaf, but- 
ter-head, crisp-head and cos. All let- 
tuces tend to make heads. 
In some 


sections It takes coaxing to make any 
of them head. It requires to be grown 
fast, without .check, to produce the 
tender, sweet leaves that we enjoy. 
The soil, then, must be light, quickly 
warmed, as rich as possible, especially 
In nitrogen, and there should be a 
plentiful supply of water.. The richest 
.spot In your garden should be chosen 
for-lettuce and then It should be ma- 
nured, If possible, and additional feed- 
ing with nitrate of soda Is .advisable. 


The first variety to sow is head let- 


tuce, which should always be started 
;lndoors. The. plants may be sel.out- 
;doors as soon as the garden soil can 
be prepared. 
Keep a reserve In case 


the flrst planting should be killed,by 
a hard freeze. In very rich soil, with 
such «n early start, head lettuca of 
lliese varieties should be ready In 70 
days from date of sowing. . 


When the head lettuce is set out 


sow-seed of a leaf variety. This may 
be sown thickly nnd thinned out to 
one plant every two Indies. Alternate 
plants may then be harvested halt 
grown', until a spacing of six Inches 
has been reached. 
All lettuce varla- 


lles need at least six Inches In the 
row to reach full growth, and some 
need more. 


Seed o f ' a crisp-heading type, such 


as New York, tlie larger! of lettuce 
varieties, or Mignonette, one of the 
smallest and surest to head, may be 
sown at the same time as the leaf TB- 
rUtles and the seedlings transplanted 
when Uiey make true leaves. 
New 


York must have nt least a foot be- 
tween plants In the row. It will ma- 
ture slowly, stand hot weather well 
and furnish the last crop of the first 
season. . 


Cos lettuce, or romalne, which many 


esteem as the finest of lettuces, may 
be started Indiiors or outdoors to fit 
Into the succession where- one pleases. 
It matures In about SO di-.ys. For the 
fall season omit the crisp-heads and 
start the desired varieties In a shaded 
seed bed In July to he transplanted 
when the cool weather comes In late 
Augiist—National Garden Bureau. 


Dandelions, Regarded as 


Nuisance, Fine Greens 


Yellow heads and green leaves of 


dandelions ore among the flrst things 
to bob up on lawns In spring. They 
are so early that they usually come 
along In the footsteps of the robin, 
spreading over the entire greensward 
sn rapidly that grass Is frequently 
crowded out.- 


"General nuisance" is tii? term dan-' 


dellons go by wherever lawnkeepers 
have the experience of trying to kill 
them, but In many sections cooks find 
they add another variety to the list of 
early vegetables—"greens" and salads. 
Experts' tests have verified the opinion 
of the practical cook. Tender dande- 
lions can be made use of In various 
ways, according to home economic spe- 
cialists. 


One way to handle, dandelions, ac- 


cording to Miss Katherlne Howells of 
the home economics division, Iowa 
Statu college. Is to cut oft the roots, 
separate nnd thoroughly wash 
the 


leaves, dry them In a cloth, and "they 
should be marinated a few minutes be- 
fore sen-Ing In French dressing sea- 
soned with a few drops of onion Juice." 
The le.ivts nre also boiled In salted 
water until tender and served with 
butter and vine>:»r. 
They may hr 


canned by tho cold pack method.

Where winter condi- 
tions are not so severe or-where the 
snow coverlug.bat afforded protection 
against the cold the other foreign red 
clover has done fairly well, anil be- 
cause the supply .of home-grown seed 
Is not sufficient it Is. necessary to use 
It.

Seattle Sunday morning, after n de- 
lay of seventeen days. 
There are 


four of these United States army 
planes equipped for this long flight 
of somo 39,000 miles, which will 
more than once and a half encircle 
'ho globe, in the most direct line, and 
is expected to take some four months 
!;: accomplishing. 
Their route from 


Seattle is up the I'Hcific coast to 
Sitka, Alaska, i»id out over the Aleu- 
tians to tho Island of Attu/thcnce to 
StiiinusliiVn IslnnJ, Japan, and on 
down to Nagasaki. From Japan the 
route leads to Shanghai and Canton, 
China, and on to Hanoi, in French 
(ndo-China, thence to Mandalay, Cal- 
cutta, Delhi and Kcrachi, all in India. 
Thence the course lies across Persia, 
Irak (Mesopotamia), Syria and Tur- 
key to Constantinople. Prom there 
the route extends over Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania, Hungary and Austria, to Mu- 
nich and Strasbourg, Germany, then 
to Paris nnd London. From England 
the fliers will take cither the north- 
ern <ours<j over Iceland nnd Green- 
Ir.nd and down to Labrador, or touch 
at the Azores and then cross tho At- 
lantic to St. Johns, Newfoundland. 
. 
Tlir- first major section of the route 


is tram Seattle to Shimushiru, Japan. 
The aviators hope to cross the sec- 
ond section (Japan nnd China) early 
in June, after the rainy season. They 
hope to reach England early in Au- 
gust so ns to cross the Atlantic be- 
fore the storm season begins.
